EXPLANATORY. 



The maps published with this book were drawn 
on a scale of 6 miles to an inch, but were so con- 
cise and plain that it was decided to reduce them 
one-third. Each square represents a mile. Lack 
of uniformity in the upper part of Map No. 2, is 
not a misprint or a mistake in drawing. The sur- 
veyors could not do otherwise than follow the 
meridian which passes through there. JUie num- 
bers on the map correspond to the numbers of the 
routes in the book. Railroads are indicated by 
heavy lines. The principal rivers and lakes are 
shown. A fv/w of the smaller cities mentioned in 
the road book are not on the map, it being neces- 
sary to omit some of the smallest ones which were 
quite near others, in order not to give the map an 
indistinct effect. 

To avoid a tedious examination of the book to 
ascertain which routes connect any cities, consult 
the maps ; upon which each route is plainly num- 
bered.

MICHI6AN BICYCLE ORDINANCES. 



Among the principal cities in Michigan the fol- 
lowing have bicycle ordinances : Adrian, Bay City, 
Benton Harbor, Battle Creek, Charlotte, Detroit, 
Esc&naba, Flint, Grand Rapids, Hillsdale, Ionia, 
Jackson, Kalamazoo, Marquette, Owosso, Pontiac, 

Saginaw, Three Rivers, and W. Bay City.

The following cities have no bicycle ordinances : 
Ann Arbor, Sturgis and Ypsilanti. In the first two 
cities sidewalk riding is not permitted however. 

The following is a summary of the ordinances in 
the cities named : 

Adrian. — Sidewalk riding not permitted between 
the hours of 6:45 a. m. and 10 p. m., excepting out- 
side the paved district, from November 1 to May 1. 
Bells and lamps are required when riding on side- 
walks between these dates. Pavement, brick, one 
mile. 

Bay City. — Sidewalk riding not permitted within 
the boundaries of Second, Trumbull and Twelfth 
streets, and Saginaw River. Speed limit eight miles 
per hour. Bells and lamps are required. Pavement 
is cedar block. Places of amusement. 

Benton Harbor. — City ordinance prohibits side- 
walk riding and provides for bells and lamps, but the 
ordinance is not enforced at all. Pavement, cedar 
block, one mile. 

Battle Creelc.— Sidewalk riding is allowed, but 
coasting is prohibited. Lamps are required. 

Ciiarlotte. — Sidewalk riding prohibited. Lamps 
are required. Only pavement is half a mile of 
macadam. 
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
